I appreciate your letter of January 27, 1971, in reply to my letter 
concerning the Government's promulgation of infomir.tion to defense 
employees about ^tilizing their earned leave to celebrate the birthday , 
of Martin Luther King. 

I fully realize the responsibility of those of us throughout the Nation 
who decry the trend toward honorling subversives. Accordingly, I forwprded 
essentially the same letter which I wrote to your office to each of my 
Senators. Senator Thuimond forwarded my letter to the Office of the 
Secrete ry of Defense and sent to me a copy of the reply from the Deputy 
Assistant Secretary of Defense (Civilian Personnel Policy) which I enclose, 
herewith • 

I am very concerned about the "many Americans" who revere Martin Luther 
King and his ilk. I am very concerned about the "reverend doctor's" 
"accomplishments", as well as those of Marx, Lenin, Stalin and their ilk; 
as well as those of their "mutual admiration society" in America today. 
However, I am more concerned about those in our Government who might revere 
any one of them for their "accomplishments", especially after having attained 
high office under the best governmental system of all history. 

I stand ready to assist, to the best of my ability, loyal patriots of our 
Government who may legal-iy resist the efforts to subvert our Constitution, 
dishonor our Flag, revere the "accomplishments" of subversives, or promulgate 
to our people invitations to do either.

eTriTeetlng of the wi^iiu was held In Washington, D. C. (V'DC), 
December 29, 1970, to formulate plans to celebrate January 15, 
1971j the birthday of Dr. Martin Luther King, Jr., and to make 
this day a national holiday. According to source, petitions 
from throughout the country vjere to be presented that date 
to Congress for this purpose. 

The source stated that the WKHC was founded follov^ing 
a meeting December 17 a 1970, in VJDC, betv/een the Honorable 
John Conyers, Jr., Democrat, First District, Michigan and Mrs, 
Coretta Scott King, at which time the formation of a 90 member 
citizen's committee was announced. The group includes seven 
United States Senators, sixteen Congressmen, the Presidents 
of the riational Council of Churches, United Auto V/orl^ers, State, 
County and Municipal Employees Unions, and other representatives 
from government, labor, business, religion and the arts. 

Source further advised that in furtherance of the 
i.u:.^pose of the V/KHC, Mayor Walter E. V/ashlngton and City Council 
Chairman Gilbert Kahn, Jr. , had drafted plans for the observance 
of the birthday of Dr. King, Jr. , and V70uld hold suitable 
memorial services in front of the District Building, l^th and 
E Streets, N.W. , V/DC, on January 15, 1971. 

Source stated that Willie J. ?Iardy, a well known 
black community leader. Is Chairman of the VroC WKHC and in 
her capacity as Chairman formulated plans for city wide 
observances in honor of Dr. King. The following is a schedule 
of the major eventc listed for January 15, 1971:

Source further advised on' January 11 ^ 1971 > that a 
joint news conference featuring Mayor V/alter Washington, rep- 
resenting the District of Columbia Government, Mrs. V/illie J. 
Hardy and Clarence Bennett, Co-Chairmen of the VKHC was held at 
2:30 p.m., that date, in the District Building to outline the 
events planned for the celebration of the ^2nd Anniversary of 
Dr. Martin Luther King, Jr.'s birthday. 

Mayor Washington announced plans for city-wide and 

neighborhood ceremonies, religious services, meetings and 
other special events planned for January .15, 1971. \ 'i^he Mayor 
also advised that one of the city's major streets v/ould be re- 
named llartln Luther King Avenue and that the renaming of the 
street viould be marked by appropriate ceremonies. Mayor 
VJashington announced that the necessary action to rename the 
street v:as being taken by the District of Columbia City 
Ccuncll v;lth his full support. 

Source stated, the Mayor and City Council Chairman 
Gilbert Kahn, Jr., issued a Joint proclamation urging citizens 
and organizations throughout the District to take part in 
\ .--^ ' memorial observances, and at the request of Chairman Hahn and 

1 the f'?5yor, the menorial activities in the District were planned 

anc3 coordinated by Sterling Tucker, Vice Chairman of the Council 
and Julian Dugas, Director of the District of Columbia Depart- 
ment of Economic Development. 

On Janaury 15, 1971, Special Agents of the FBI observed 
the memorial service held in honor of the anniversary of the 
birth of Dr. Martin Luther King, Jr., which was held on the 
steps of the District Building, l4th and E Streets, N.VJ. , mc. 

The service which was scheduled to begin at 9:30 a.m., 
did not commence until 9:50 a.m., at which time there v/ere 
approximately three hundred people in attendance. The peak of 
the crowd, during the services, was estimated to be 4 or 5 hundred 
of v:hich approximately 90 per cent were black. 

Sterling Tucker, Vice Chairman of the D. C. City 

Council introduced the speakers among v;hom v/ere Gilbert Hahn, 
Chairman of the City Council; J. C. Turner, WDC APL-CIO executive 
and Mayor VJalter E. V/ashington, VJho delivered the keynote

had a dream, so he, Mayor Washington, had some dreams for 
v:ashington, D. C. He advised he vxanted UDC to become a place 

of opportunity for both black and white a place where little 

children could look to the sun. 

Mayor Washington asked all to work in order to help 
make Dr, King's dream a reality and then stated that in this" 
context it v/as important to him and altogether fitting that 
the nev/ V/DC Library being constructed on G Street between 8th 
and 9th Streets, N.W., be dedicated to and named for Dr. Martin 
Luther King, Jr. He remarked that this memorial of brick and 
mortar would live through the ages and educate young people 
and was therefore a fitting memorial to King's life. Mayor 
VJashlngton concluded his address by stating he would leave the 
audience with the words of Dr. King: 

"Don't tell them I v/as a Nobel Prize v;inner. Don't 
tell them that I v.'as a great preacher in a great church. Don't 
remind them of what college I went to. Tell them that I was 
a man. •

Reverend Fauntroy reminded those present that Dr. 
King really believed in his dream and that "it was religious 
people. .. .people who believed In God who following Dr. King...

Reverend Fauntroy then recalled a speech Dr. King 
made in which he said: "We come in the name of God. You can 
knock us dovm but we will keep on marching. You can beat us

Continuing Reverend Fauntroy said, "If you are right, 

no one is too powerful. If you are right you may be poor

Reverend Fauntroy then recalled the visit of Dr. 
Martin Luther King, Jr., to see former President Lyndon B. 
Johnson at the V7hite House in January, I965. Reverend Fauntroy 
stated that "Johnson had been reelected by the largest majority 
of any President in this century and (Dr. King) told Johnson 
black people wanted a voting rights act which would protect 
black people in their right to register and vote across the 
South because we v/ant the dignity and respect of our due. 
V/e vrant everybody across the South to knov/ that v;e are some- 
body and i\re don*t want to be gassed on the i^^ay to the polls 
and killed on the way back because we have the nerve to 
vote our convictions. 

■'President Johnson said, M-Io, IJo, Dr. King. \Je can't 
do it. It v;ould allienate the South. V/e have to v;ait for 
things to settle down. Dr. King said: "I'll see you later'.'' 

Reverend Fauntroy recalled hov; Dr. King V7ent to 
Alabama even though all of his advisors spoke out against it 
and v;arned him there would be trouble. But, Reverend Fauntroy 
said, "Dr. King believed his dream and after having received 
the Nobel Peace Prize and having gone to Europe and having 
been acknowleged as what the v/orld in truth knows .... that this 
black man was perhaps the most important man in the most im.por-r 
tant country in the most violent state in the history of man- 
kind... after going to the mountain top and having the v^hole 
world recognize hifn...I hear him say *I must go back. I must 
go back to Mississippi, back to Alabama, back to Georgia, until 
v;e have straightened out the problems that confront our people'.'

Continuing, Reverend Fauntroy said: "And v/e vjent to 
Selma, and the Bill Clarks (reference to Sheriff) were so foolisl 
as to whip a group of people led by Hosea VJilliams and this led 
people all around the country to ask the President to do some- 
thing and by March 16, 1965, the same President v;ho told us it 
could not be done in 196^i told the nation and the Congress of 
the United States, 'We sKall overcome,' and signed the bill. 
Today there are over ^ million new black voters on the voting 
rolls of the South. 
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In 1963, Senator Herman Talmadge (Deraocrat, Georgia) 
referred to us as 'niggers'. He sai(3j *we gotta Iieen the 
niggers in their place'... But come I965, after the Voting 
Rights Act of 1965, now that 300,000 black voters had 
registered in Georgia, he was ready to say, 'well, I've got 
to get more concerned vjlth the problems of the colored people', 
VJhen we had registered 500,000 new black voters in Georgia 
he I'jas ready to say 'I am more concerned about the problems 
of my nevi brothers and sisters.* Between nov; and 1972, v/hen 
\fe v/ill have nearly 1 million nevi black voters on the books 
in the State of Georgia he v/ill be heard to say, *I am con- 
cerned about my black soul brothers'." Reverend Fauntroy 
cited the above as r an illustration of how a dream can become 
a reality. 

Reverend Fauntroy continued by stating: "When King 
died he died leaving many legacies. He died dreaming of a 
day when you In this nation would be willing to do for the 
poor and the black what you have always been willing to do 
for the white and the affluent In the tradition of brother- 
hood, and that Is, provide them an economic floor of security. 

■''You knov7, we have a way in this country of referring 
to public money V7hen It is given to poor people in general, 
and black people In particular, as somehow being public v;el- 

fare. But when you give it to the affluent in general and to 

V7hite people in particular, they call It something else. 

"I would say to Dr. King, and V7e often Joked about 
this, 'We have a way of believing in capitalism for the poor 
''v ^ ^^ and socialism for the rich'. Reverend Fauntroy then spoke 

' ' t of how the white immigrant was given the Homestead Act to enable 

him to have free land. He said this was done because "we needed 
that labor and we needed that creative Input to the grovjing 
nation... but although we were willing to do It for the v/hite 
affluent, v;e did not do If for the black and the poor. 

. "After we got them out on the farms across the bread- 

- basket of the nation, we found they were disenchanted. Some 

N:^; .1 could'nt read, some could not write and some could not till the 

■ soil and so v;e said we must do sometlng about this. Let us 

fT „,V - train them. But we won't call it public welfare. Let's call it 

a Land Grant College Act. And they trained them. . .trained them 
SO v/ell that by the time v;e got Into this century vre found 
}^ that they viere growing too much and so we said, 'you are vrorklng 

'^i too hard farmers and therefore, we are going to pay you to cut 

the vjork. V/e are going to pay you not to v:or]:. But we vjon't 
call it public welfare. We'll call it the Soil Bank Program 
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vjhereby every year we ^ive to the fanners of this country 
3.5 million dollars not to work. 

•'We've got In this country farmers like a fellovj name 
of Sam Eastland v/ho receives $171,000 a year not to v/ork. 
And we go to the government and say we don^t want to sit down, 
we want to v/ork. . .give us a guaranteed minimum income... and 
Dr. King understood this. We spend millions of dollars to oil 
rich millionaires, of youn.tax money and my tax money... they 
don^t call it public welfare. . .they call it the oil depletion 
allowance. And when we build suburbs around the country, they 
call it VA and PHA. 

■'Dr. King understood this and he said nov.' is the 
time for the black and the poor... black people, vjhite people, 
affluent people... the people who understand ... to do for this 
country... do for its minorities what it has always been doing 
for its people of class. ...The American Indian', black people, 
Spanish people, Mexican Americans, the Puerto Ricans...vje must 
come together to build a ne\j Populist Movement to move this 
nation to do for its poor what it has alvrays done for its rich. 
And then he got the idea of a Poor Peoples Campaign and a nev/ 
dream of uniting forces to build around the problems cf the 
masses . 



Reverend f'auntroy then stated that the idea of a 
Poor Peoples Campaign frightened those who disliked Dr. King 
and they plotted hov/ he could be destroyed and plotted to 
kill him and said, 'then let us see v;hat shall become of his 
dream* . " r 

Continuing, Reverend Fauntroy said: "Mov7 they had 
good reasons for saying that because they knev/ that Dr. King 
vjas not just a prophet. He was a man. He not only dreamed 
the impossible dream but they remembered Selma and they re- 
membered Birmingham; they remembered Montgomery and said, *My . 
goodness, if he said he*s going to do it... you can*t fool the 
man this time. No Problem, Kill him'.',.. And let us suppose 
that some prisoner ' somewhere on death rov/ can bust out of Jail 
and stalk King for a year and gun him down in cold blood... and 
somehovj get out of the room and out of the building. . .and out 
of the city of Memphis without J. Edgar Hoover finding him. . .and 
somehov; travel to the East Coast, past V/ashington and Philadel- 
phia and New York City into Canada and somehow get on a plane 
and make it over to England. Let us suppose that that wild 
beast is caught and let 'Oscar' burn a few buildings and 
having burned buildings in some of the largest cities and 
having just burned a few banks too, vjhat shall become of his 
dream^? 
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"Ac we pause here, at this moment, to memorallze this 
ma,n and hie life, have we started to ask . ourselves .v/hat shall 
we do to make him live? . . • V/hat novj shall become of his dream? 
I thank God for a day and age when students of Hov/ard University 
have thought about the goodness of God. VJhen they can pay 
tribute to the American great that have brought us through 
everything. . .and they can be depended upon to lead. us all. 
I thank God for this... and regard it as the flesh and blood , 
in the life and work of Dr. Martin Luther King... for the men 
and v;lves of the thousands of people who have assembled in 
this church on this Friday afternoon and made it Sunday with 
our worship. I thank God. And if you are true, be true to 
the heavenly vision which Martin Luther King got on the mountain 
top... and I l:nov7 he got it when he said, 'Precious Lord, take 
my hand. ' 

Dr. King died a troubled man. He was worried about 
that dream and the separation and the brutality that threatened 
to separate blacks and whites. He was v/orried about it. I 
knoiv he must have been that night when he said,* Lord, take my 
hand and lead me on*. 

■ He believed as he stood there on the mountain top 
that v;e v.'ould get there by and by, if enough people like you 
and ne will go on together. I don*t knovz about you but come 
v;hat may, I*m going to work on the man's dream. 

Reverend Fauntroy then said he would v;ork .to see the 
hungry fed, housed and clothed to see Dr. King's dream come 
true and that he v/ould work until there was peace and power 
in this country. He closed his address by singing "The 
Imoossible Dream". i ^/ \ 

advised that^llrs. Willie J. Hardy 

then thankea i;everena i^'auntroy for his moving address and - 
asked all present to keep v/orklng on Dr. King's dream everyday • 
and make it come to pass. - She then introduced Ilr. Joseph 
Jackson, Lyricist f^ssident, Hovrard University Gospel Choir 
v/ho recited a poem he composed entitled "Ode To The Memory 
of Dr. Hartm Luther King, Jr." 

Bishop Smallv/ood Williams, Pastor of the Bible VJay 
Church was then introduced. He welcomed those present and 
then presented to the Reverend Walter Fauntroy a portrait of 
Dr. King which Bishop Williams had commissioned an artist 
to paint. 
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Bishop V/illlams related that while visiting a local 
art gallery he saw two pictures, one of the late President 
John F. Kennedy and the other, a likeness of the the late 
Senator Robert Kennedy. Bishop Williams said he purchased 
these paintings and requested the art dealer to have a 
portrait painted of Dr. King since all three of these 
individuals had died at the hands of an assassin and all 
three died struggling to help the poor and the oppressed. 
Biship Williams stated he hung the three pictures In his 
library as a constant reminder to him of the brotherhood and 
dignity of man but believed if" fitting to present the portrait 
of Dr. King to a representative of the Southern Christian 
Leadership Conference (SCLC), so that it could be hung in the 
King Memorial Library In Atlanta, Georgia.

the Capitol , ADernathy gave a short address. Source made avail- 
able a taped recording of this address portions of .yhich ear e 
set forth verbatim: 

''As the President "of the Southern Christian Leader- 
ship Conference and leader of the Poor Peoples Campaign, I 
sign this proclamation and declare this day the People's Holiday, 
and we are going to take this day as our holiday and V7e have 
come here today to testify and give Congress the opportunity to 
get in on the act . 
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^'I v;ant to just take a good look at some of the 
national holidays we observe. The first one "Is Mew Year's 
Day. Nov; vjhat does that mean? Does that mean anything but 
food and. football? And does it mean another year of the 
beciTii^ii^g of poverty or does It mean living v:ith rats and 
roaches in a hypocritical nation that talks about deomcracy 
and practices Something else? 



"The second holiday is the birthday of George Vlashington. 
IIov; vjho is George Washington? Some of you call him the Father 

"And then we move on tor. Memorial Day, and on that 
day v;hat do we do? V/e celebrate and commemorate those v/ho 
were killed in the ungodly >wars that America has particip8.ted 
in. ' ' 

"And then vie have Independence Day. Justice Douglas 
said a long time ago that Black people could not observe In- 
dependence Day because we do not have independence in this 
country ... and nov/ that we have obtained independence I 
viouIg rather celebrate my independence on the birthday of 
Kartln Luther King, 

"And then we move on to Veteran's Day. That's another 
day when our super patriots Jump up in their military regalia 
and put on their medals and parade through the streets trying 
to demonstrate the fact that this is the most militaristic 
nation to be found in the v/orld. 

"And then we move on to Thanksgiving Day. Now what 
is Thanksgiving Day? That's when the pilgrims found some 
turkeys on the happy hunting grounds and killed them and cooked 
them and ate them with their Indian brothers before the v;hite - 
man took the country from the Indians. 

"And the* newest of all these days is Christopher 
Columbus Day. They will celebrate it this year for the 
first time. Hov/ what in the world is Christopher Columbus 
Day7 All I knov; is' that he sailed across the Atlantic .Ocean 
in some dirty ships and once he go6 over here he discovered 
that the Indians had already discovered America. 

'■And the final day of the national legal holidays 
is Christmas .. .when vie ought to be thinking of peace on earth 
and good will toward men. Yet, a capitalistic society has 
taught us to think about a fake knovjn as Santa Glaus and to 
spend all of our money on junk and get in debt and stay in 
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debt until the ne::t Christmas. And then v:e are supposed to 
'^o about dreaming of a white Christmas. VJell, .v:e'don*t 
dream anymore... we live in reality and if we* dreamed . of 
Christmas at all if would be of a black Christmas. So it 
is time for us to have a decent holiday and vje have our ov;n 
holiday. We've come to l7ashington today to ask Congress and 
tell them that we want to give them an opportunity to get in 
on the act and if they do not observe every January .'15, v;g are 
going to observe it as a people. - 

''I don*t knov; about you, but v/e live in a critically 
sick nation and there are one or t\io things \:e have got to 
do for this country. 

1) "V/e got to viork to get this city together and 

V7e got to do all v;ithin our power to see to it that the Ilixon, 
Agnev7, Rankin administration is a one term administration. 
And v;e got to elect a 'young man or a young v/oman to office, 
vjhether they be 75 or any years of age, but they must tiiink 
young and lead this young nation forward. 

2) Then the second thing that \je have to. do, as 
black people... vje must get together. Therefore^ I'm calling-; 
a national conference of black leaders and I v;ant it to go 
all the v:ay from the Black Panthers to the Black people of the 
Church of Christ, Baptists , Presbyterians, Methodists and 
Catholics, Don't you know that you have let them oppress the 
panthers? Man, they are going to suppress something else... if 
vje let them get av:ay with it. You are on that list." 

The Black Panther Party is characterized 
in the appendix. 

Dr. Abernathy then spoke of the indictment of the 
Berrigan brothers on a conspiracy charge and remarked that if 
they were conspirators then he was a conspirator. Reverend 
Fauntroy was a conspirator and Mayor Washington was a conspirator 
because everyone bqcame a conspirator as soon as they stood 
up against the war machine In this militaristic society. 

The Berrigan brothers have been publicly 
identified as Catholic Priests, active in 
the anti-war movement, who were recently 
indicted by a Federal Grand Jury in 
Harrisburg, Pennsylvania, with planning 
to blow up underground heating systems 
for government buildings in V/ashington, 
D. C, and to kidnap Henry A. Kissinger, % 
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President Klxon's national security advisor. 

Continuing, Dr.' Abernathy said: --. "If we memoralize 
Dr. King, \je can't do it with sad*: tears. We can't do it 
v;ith sadness in our hearts. If we really want to memoralize 
Dr. King v;e must complete his unfinished work. 

"If Dr. King could speak to us today... in fact he Is 
speaking...! can hear his voice... and he is telling you to 
stop moaning here but to go to Galilee and find out what goes 
on in the world of men and tell them to get on the case. V7e 
must get together and we must do our thing and v;e must sock it 
to this nation. 

"I*ve Just picked up my petition and you pick up 
your petitions now and declare our legal holiday a national 
and regional holiday, but if Congress does not get in on the 
act, its our day and we are going to observe it just as the 
Irish observe St. Patrick's Day by tielng up traffic in Mev: 
York and letting it be knov;n that there is such a thin^ as 
TriPh pov:er in this country. 

'Just like the Confederates observe their day in 
the South and let you knov/ there is such a thing as slave 
. "ver. Black people are going to observe Martin Luther King's 
birthday along with white people of good will and let them 
knovj there is such a thing as Black power. 

"Right on. This is our government. A government 
of the people by the people and for the people and if this is 
socialism then I am a socialist. If its communism that I'm 
a communist. But before you call me a communist call old George 
Washington. . .but whatever it is be a.5sured I came to V/ashington" 
to do my thing."

Reverend Fauntroy then announced that those present 
v;ould present over three million petitions and Dr. Abernathy 
would lead the people by taking the petitions to the Senators 
and Congressman present.

According to the official newspaper of the BPP, the 
bpp was started during December 1966, in Oakland, California, to organize 
black people so they can take control of the life, politics, and the 
destiny of the black community. It was organized by BOBBY G. SEALE^ BPP . 
Chairman, and HUEY P. NEWTON, Minister of Defense, BPP. 

The official newspaper, called "The Black Panther," regularly states 
that the BPP advocates the use of guns and guerrilla tactics in its 
revolutionary program to end oppression of the black people. Residents 
of the black community are urged to arm themselves against the police who 
are consistently referred to as ''pigs'* who should be killed. 

The newspaper, in its issue of September 7, 1968, had an article by 
the then Minister of Education, GEORGE MURP^AY. This article ended with 
the following: 

"Black men. Black people, colored persons of America, revolt 
everywhere! Arm yourselves. The only culture worth keeping 
is revolutionary culture.. Change. Freedom everywhere. 
Dynamite! Black power. Use the gun. Kill the pigs everywhere.** 

The BPP newspaper, issue of October 5, 1968, had an article introduced 
with the following statement: "We will not dissent from American govern- 
ment. We will overthrow it." 

DAVID BILLIARD, Chief of Staff, BPP, in a speech at the San Francisco 
Polo Field on November 15, 1969, said "We will kill Richard Nixon." 

DAVID MILLIARD, in the "New York Times," issue of December 13; 1969, 
was qvoted as follows: "We advocate the very direct overthrow of the 
government by way of force and violence.** 

In the issue of April 25, 1970, the BPP newspaper had an article by 
Minister of Culture EMORY DOUGLAS as follows: 

*'The only way to make this racist US government administer 
justice to the people it is oppressing, is... by taking up 
arms against this government, killing the officials, until 
the reactionary forces^ ..are dead, and those that are 'left 
turn their weapons on .their superiors, thereby passing 
revolutionary judgement against the number one enemy of all 
mankind, the racist U-.S. government." 

The BPP Headquarters is located at 1046 Peralta Street, Oakland, 
California. Branches of the BPP, and Committees to Combat Fascism, under 
control of the BPP, have been established in various locations in the USA.

Puj^pose * To promulgate information regarding the liberal granting 
of annual leave on 15 January 1971 in observation of the anniversary • 
of the birth of Dr. Martin Luther King, Jr. 

2. Background . The Deputy Secretary of Defense issued the following 
meriorandum on 12 January 1971: "The Secretary of Defense clearly 
stated in his year-ending press conference, December 28, 1970, that 
the Department of Defense will lead the way toward the achieving of 
equal opportunity and respect in our national community. I have 
found over the years that the way Americans become leaders is through 
hard work on today's Job with todayU tools; but it is equally true 
that hard and effective work is reenforced by those personal observances 
and dedications which reinvigorate the human spirit. Therefore, It is 
fully appropriate as a part of the Department's human goals program 
that a liberal leave policy be in effect for those individual members 
of the Defense Department for whom January 15, the anniversary of the 
birth of Dr. Martin Luther King, Jr., has especially deep meaning and 
tolii-iificance. You are reauested to advise all your supervisors of this 
liberal leave policy, /s/ David Packard" 

3' Action . Ey reference (a), the Secretary of the Navy requested 
that all supervisors be informed of this liberal annual leave policy.

According to the official nevspaper of the Black 
Panther Party (BPP), the BPP was started during December, 1966, 
in Oakland, California, to prganize black people so thej cao 
take control of the life, politics, and the destiny of the 
black community. It was organized by Bobby G. Seale, BPP 
Chairman, and Huey P. Newton, Minister of Defense, BPP. 

The official newspaper called "The Black Panther,," 
regularly states that the BPP advocates the use of guns and 
guerrilla tactics in its revolutionary program to end op- 
pression of the black people. Residents of the black community 
are urged to arm themselves against the police who are con- 
sistently referred to as ''pigs** who should be killed. 

The newspaper in Its issue of September 7, 1968, ' 
had an article by the then Minister of Education George 
Murray. This article ended with the following; 

'*Black *en. Black people, colored persons 
of America, revolt everywhere! Arm yourselves. 
The only culture worth keeping is revolutionary 
culture. Change. Freedom everywhere. Dynamite! 
Black pwer. Use the gun. Kill the pigs every- 
where,** 

The BPP newspaper, issue of October 5, 1968, had 
an article Introduced with the following statement: **Ve will 
not dissent from American government « We will overthrow it.** 

Davis Billiard, Chief oi %taff , BPP, in a speech at

Re: Nobel for Drj JCin^ ,, Rapped by Hoover 
Dear Mr. Hoover: . , 

This letter comes to you as a result of an article published in the Clevelandyl) 
Press Monday, December 7, 1970, under the above caption. \) 

The Coramunity Relations Board of this City reviewed this article and much to ^ ,^ 
our surprise the following statment was allegedly attributed to you - "The FBI ,^ 
director said he once called King a liar because the late civil rights leader said 
he never had criticized the FBI. Hoover said he told King "If you ever say any- 
thing that's a lie again I'll brand you a liar again." "Strange to say he never 
attacked the Bureau again for as long as he lived." Hoover said. King was 
assassinated April 4, 1968. 



He said the exchange occurred in December 1964, while King was preparing to 
receive the Nobel peace prize. "He was the last one in the world who should have 
received it." 

"I held him in complete contempt because of the things he said and because 
of his conduct," Hoover said. 

He said the FBI cooperates with the Secret Service to protect the President 
on trips abroad. '*You never have to bother about a president being shot by Puerto 
Ricans or Mexicans. They don't shoot very straight. But if they come at you with 
a knife beware." 

If in fact the above is your statement and quoted correctly, the Cleveland 
Community Relations Board would have you to understand its extreme displeasure 
concerning your remarks. The Board is cognizant of the sensitive and responsible 
position which you hold and for that very reason alone the Board believes your 
comments relative to the late Dr. King were unjust and certainly uncalled for, 
particularly since he no longer lives and Is therefore unable to defend himself 
except through those who loved and respected him for bringing a sense of dignity 
to a people who were once sold as property and enslaved mentally as well as 
physically. Whatever your personal differences were this Board feels you were 
professionally obligated not to divulge publicly. Not one of us is completely 
perfect, and I am sure you know we make errors and therefore for you to delibe 
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attack a human being who laid his life on the line many times and was finally 
assassinated, this Community Relations Board finds very distasteful and difficult 
to believe to have come from one In your capacity In serving this nation. 

Your further alleged comments regarding the Puerto Rlcans and Mexicans (see 
attached copy of newspaper account) communities this Board finds reprehensible, 
and absolutely unprofessional. In a day when our country is seriously polarized, 
such statements by you or anyone else holding responsible positions certainly ho 
not help a Community Relations Board such as Cleveland's to bring about the kinds 
of relationships for which we are striving in this City. They tend only to 
exacerbate the problems, create deeper feelings of alienation, and make the job 
of the Community Relations Board and Its staff far more difficult than normally 
would be the case. 



In the reconstltutlon of our Board a few months ago, we deliberately picked 
individuals of all racial and ethnic backgrounds, along with a staff • In order 
to be closer to the pulse of the community. And that pulse In the Spanish speaking 
coTumunity, rightfully, we believe, takes issue with your remarks and thus requested 
our investigation, based upon the principles this Board espouses. As a Community 
Relations Board we found that they (your remarks) were not In the best interest of 
the Spanish speaking community - In fact a generalization which Is terribly Insulting, 

This Board does not wish to convey the idea of being a Judge and Jury, or 
demand a retraction of your alleged statement. But, we do want you to be perfectly 
clear as to our stance, which is to "promote amicable relations among the racial 
and cultural groups within the community. • .work In cooperation with government... 
to eliminate whatever source of Interracial friction may exist... deal with condi- 
tions which strain racial and cultural relationships .. .maintain contacts with the 
.. .groups. . .which are concerned with Interracial understanding. . .be a source of... 
date on problems of interracial understanding." 



Tdcse goals this Board feels it can achieve for the betterment of Cleveland.

On Monday, December 7, 1970, a radio disc jockey here in 
Atlanta called your office and spoke to one of your 
staff members. The disc jockey was calling in reference 
to a i\©wspaper article on your stand concernin g Marti n 
Luther ^ing, Jr. receiving the Nobel Peace Prize^^ ' ~" 

I don't know exactly who the staff member was that took 
the call, but, on behalf of those of us in Atlanta who 
heard the call on the radio, I would like to apologize 
to him and to you. 

The disc jockey put your staff member live on the air 
(it is the disc jockey's custom to call government 
officials, and others r live and register a complaint 
with them if he is unhappy with their stand on an issue) 
but did not tell your staff member that he was on live. 
When the member of your staff questioned him as to whether 
or not he was being taped, the jockey told him he was on 
live. Your staffer very politely asked the disc jockey 
why he hadnlt told him that at the beginning, and the 
disc jockey replied that he had, in fact, told him so. 
I listened to the entire conversation, and, at no time, 
did the disc jockey alert the man to the fact that he 
was on the air. 

Your staffer is to be congratulated at his "cool" response 
to the snide remark the disc jockey made. The incident 
so upset me that I felt I had to write. I don't do this 
kind of thing normally, but I felt it was necessary to 
express my displeasure and embarrassment at the action.
